However, a moderate and steady
How of gas was found aud it waa decided
to shoot tho well. The shooting resulted
in e greatly increased How of gas and the
well was tubed and tho »aa piped to a safe
distance from the derrick, where it haa
siuco been burning. The gas will bo pip¬
ed to tho gluss factory to bo used in boat¬
ing the blow furnnceu. The shooting of
tho woll developed a show of oil. It is
niaro than probable that other wells will
ho auuk soon. The test made shows that
Quaker City lies in the gas field.
